Delegates 
Split on 
Second Choice 


Little Rock, June 14 Wi—Arkan- 


sas' delegation to the Democratic 
National Convention will go to Chi- 
cago pledged to Sen. J.William Ful- 
bright (D-Ark), but the 32 dele- 
gates are divided on their second 
choice for the party's presiential 
nominee. 


The State Democratic Committee 


yesterday elected 
the 
delegates, 


who will 
have 
a 
total voting 


strength of 22 votes. For the first 
time in several years, the delega- 
tion was instructed to support 
a 


specific candidate—Sen. Fulbright. 
And the delegates were 
told to 


back the "favorite son," 
support is limited to 
his 


state, only as long as they "felt 
it appropriate and beneficial to the 
party." 


An Associated Press poll of the 


delegation reached' 26 of the dele- 
gates. Seven said they favored Gov. 
Alai Stvenson 
.of 
Illinois, 
and 


eight said they liked' Sen. Richard 
Russell (D-Ga). 


One delegate said he would sup- 


port W. Averell Harriman and an- 
other was for Sen. Robert Kerr (D- 
Okla). The other' nine 
delegates 


who could be reached' refused to 
state a preference. None of them 
said they would support Sen. Estes 
Kefauvcr (D-Tenn), a front-running 
candidate lor the nomination. 


Because 32 delegates will cast 


only 22, votes, the 20 delegates at 
large will have only a half a vote 
each. And because of this Russell 
ran slightly ahead of Stevenson in 
voting strength. 


The Georgia senator had two full 


votes and six half votes for a total 
of five. Stevenson had 
two 
full 


votes and five half votes for a total 
of 4 1-2. Harriman's was a full 
vote; Kerr's a half. 


The Committee did not bind the 


delegation to the unit or bloc rule 
of voting for the first 
time 
in 


years. Under this regulation, 
the 


delegation would have been requir- 
ed to cast all its votes for one 
candidate. 


Instead, the Committee only "re- 


commended" that' the delegation 
follow the unit voting rule. This
